The following evidence was called. 

Francis Donylas, Superintendent of Vic- 
toria Goal, sworn, deposed—On’ 13th May, 
had prisoner named Abdool Khan-in my 
charge; be was sentenced to hard labor, and 
was sent out in the chain gang accordingly. 
About 11 v’clock, in ‘ty office, heard what 
seemed to. be two blows given.by a:rattan 
on some one ; cried “step, stop,” aud went’ 
out to see what it was. Deceased was ly- 
ing in the, inner compound, not- moaning, 
but. moving. restlessly. Third prisoner 
(Culliford), ‘Badger, ‘and Rustomjes were 
near him... Looked and’ saiv he was ill, and:

After the third barrow-load of earth at the 
works, le rested his hands onthe: bar- 
row, got down onjhis knoes, looked towards 
mé, drew his hand across his throa€; sayin 
“If [had a knife, V’d cut. my throat.” { 
said, “No, you won't; I think. you can 
work a little bit longer.” Went’ to ‘first 
prisoner Giles, who. came. Saw Giles. beat 
deceased with about forty strokes—pretty 
“‘aqiare” (hard) blows. . Second prisoner

To 
be suré, a mau may be.fouud guilty of 
Manslaughter without any. malice” what- 
ever; if death be proved to have been 
caused-by that man. ‘The case before the 
Jury hinged upona technicality. Deceased 
died of “shook” or éxhauation ; but it was 
‘only when the Jury were convinced that 
tiis shock was.caused. by something done 
by-the prisoners, that a verdict could be 
found against the prisoners, Now, from 
the medical evidence there was nothing by 
itself which could be said “to have caused 
death. From the evidence, the learaed 
counsel said that he believed he could show 
that a mass of: testimony pointed in that 
direction’ which’ would. preclude the Jury 
from-bringing a convictiou against the pri- 
soners. . It’ appeared from. the evidence 
{and that had not been contradicted) that 
the deceased had been kickel after being 
knocked down, thé.day previous, that he 
had. been beaten and that he had given 
away his breakfast that. mornmg, while he, 
could scarcely yo up Old Bailey Street. 
‘These circumstances, according to the evi- 
dence of Dr Murray, were sutticient to

The only other evidence as 
to severity was that of Dr. Cochran's, “who 
of ovurse saw the ‘marks: two hours after

ray, who was certainly. the most experienc- 
yed-man -in China, and attended official 
floggings; said that there wis not so much 
effect exhibited aa thut at. an official fl g- 
ging, After that: evidence, he expected 
that the prosecution would have shown th t 
the persons ofticially flogged would ulso die 
of ‘shock.’ . But fortunately for Justice the 
‘Attorney General“ conducted . prosevutious 
more like a minister‘uf Justice than a pro- 
secutor’s counsel. .But if any official flog- 
ging, which cuts up a man’s flash, shoukl 
not cause «eath, why should this do so? In 
fact,-the Jury could safely, and in common 
reason, conclude that death could not have 
been exused by the flogging alone, Nodoubt 
tliere. was difficulty in 1 utting questions 
clearly to an expert ; but-still.Dr Coclirin 
canis round a guod deal from the flat.uega- 
tive which he originally gave as to flogging 
deposed to being the only cause of death. 
'Dr, Murray, although. he would aot ac- 
mit*that the flogging had nothing to do 
with the- death, admitted that ‘the death 
could not have occuried from the flogging 
alone ; while he admitted that death could. 
hhave been’ causcd by the other injuries 
alone. » How could the Crown ask the Jury 
1to say what ‘the ‘medical men, versed in 
the® secrets of. their profession, could not 
agree upon! Dr. Cochran stated tht, 
ablow on the stomach killed a man: in 
five minutes, when he at ouce became in- 
aensible ; but they had authorities in medi- 
Feil jurisprudence worthy somé authority, 
who differed from Dr- Cochran's statements. 
lt was not for the Jury to become medical 
experts, and unless they were satisfied that 
the flogging, and the flogging aloue, was
